The, former 
make the Sun appear like a mafs of light or fire; but 
the parts of that atmofphere which are only tranfparent 
fuffer his body to be feen. ‘Chefe are the fpots. He 
believes the Sun to be inhabited like the other planets. 

Lalande, on the other hand, thinks that the Sun is 
really a folid body, but that his furface and part of his 
mafs are compofed ofan incandefcent fluid. This Auid 
by any movement, leaves uncovered fometimes a por- 
tion of the body of the Sun or his mountains, and thefe 
are the {pots. Wilfon confiders the fpots of the Sun as 
eruptions or volcanoes.

BELFAST, September 25. 

We have authority to ftate, that a party of the 24th 
light dragoons, and the Queen’s Cosnty regiment of 
militia, uhder the command of Lord Portarlington, 
were ordered to march in fearch of a {trong party of 
the rebels, who had been robbing and deflroying the 
property of the. peaceable and Joyal inhabitants near 
Sligo; that the advance guard of the party came up 
with the rebels on Friday the 21ft inftant, about eight 
miles from Sligo ; that the rebels, in great numbers, 
‘made a fudden attack on the advanced guard» of the 
troops, who fell back on the battalion : the rebels, con- 
ceiving the day their own, rufhed forward with pikes, 
when Lord Portarlington opened fuch a fire upon them 
that put the rébels completely to the route, leaving up- 
wards of 200 dead on the field. Lord Portarlington 
had one field piece with hini, and has not loft many 
men. The 24th light dragoons had three horfes killed. 

We underftand that Armagh is to be the head-quar- 
ers for the northern diftrict. 

On the 12th inft. the ‘I'wo Sifters, Captain Jones, 
from New York for this port, was wrecked off the 
Rathlin Ifland, near Ballycaftle. Part of the cargo is 
faved, but the veffel, it is feared, will be loft, —She had 
been thirty-five days from New York.

Extract from the Statistical Acconnt of Scotland —Parish 
Of Bothwell, by the Rev. Mr Maccutzocu, Minister of 


Tut Cafile of Bothwell * is a very ancieot and 
wee ftru@ture. In its decayed ftate it exhibits fome 
iking remains of its former fplendor, and is, perhaps, 
the molt magnifcent ruin in Scotland. ‘The work is 
all done with polithed ftone, of a red colour ; the 
apartments jth, What of its remains occupies a 
fpace in length 234 feet, and in breadth: 99 feet over 
walls. The lodgings are confined to the ealt and 
welt ends, and many of them fufficiéntly diftinguifhed. 
"The chapel is marked with a number of {mall windows, 
‘and like a chamber of ftate off it, with two large win- 
dows to the fouth. The old well-in the corner of one 
of the towers, Pearteating through the rock to a good 
ing, was difcovered a few years fince. The itair 
of one of the highelt tewers is elmolt entire to the top, 
which prefents an immenfe height above the river. 
The court in the middle was protebiy defigned to con- 
tain their cattle and provifions in cafe of an affault, an 
arrangement peculiar to many ancient caltles. The en- 
try is on the’north, about the middle of the wall. Ve- 
ftiges of ‘the foffe are yet vifible. It appears to have 
been built and enlarged at different times, aod by the 
feveral proprietors who occupied it. 

’'The following is a eancife ftatement of the various 
lords‘or matters it had received, in the viciflitudes of 
fortune :— . 

“ Tt-was anciently poffeffed by the Murrays +. But 
in the time of King Edward I. it was given to Aymer 
de Valance f, Earl of Pembroke, Governor for him 
of the fouth part of Scotland. Upon his forfeiture, it 
‘was given, by. ert Bruce, to Andrew Mur 
rap. kord Both who married Chriftian, fifter to 
that King.. With his‘ grand-daughter, it‘ came to 

~Airchibald the Grim, Earl of Douplas, by marriage, 
and continued in their.family till their forfeiture by 
King James Il, 1465. After the forfeiture of the fa- 
mily of Pegs € bulk of the lordfhip of Bothwell 
Was given to Lord ¢ hton, fon to Chancellor Crigh- 
ton; and Bothwell Foreft, or Bothwell Muir, was 
iven to Lord Hamilton, in exchange of the lands of 


fwell. , 
‘4° Crighton was forfeited in 1485, for joining with 
Alexander Duke of Albany, again{t King James ILI. 
Jt was then given by King James III. to the Lord 
Monipeany, from whom it was foon retaken, as having 
been given by the King in his minority, and was there- 
after given by him to John Ramfay his favourite, who 
enjoyed: it till the 488, when he was forfeited for 
counterfeiting a commiflion under the great feal to the 
Earl of Northumbertuod; then the.lord{hip of Crigh- 
ton was gifted by King James IV. to Adam Hepbura, 
Lord Hailles, whom he created Earl of Bothwell. It 
continued in his line till November 1567, when James 
Earl of Bothwell was, forfeited, for the murder of 
Henry, father to King James VI. Thereafter, it was 
given, by that King, to Francis Stewart, fon of John 
ES yo Kelfo,’ who was aged Ge to King James 
J. ; and he, being forfeited, for crimes committed a- 
pint Jones VI. his eftate was gifted to the Lairds of 
hand Roxburgh, from whom the Marquis of 
Hamilton acquired all the fuperiority and patronage of 
that lordthip. 

“ The property, which was Iefs than the third of 
the lordfhip, with the Caftle of Bothwall, having been 
difponed by Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell, to the Earl 

js, in exchange of the lordthip of Liddifdale, 
the . William Earl of Angus, and Archibald his 
fon, in 1630, or-thereby, did feu the 3d pait. of the 
ldrdfhip to the particular tenants and poffeflors thereof, 
without. diminution of the old rent, and referving the 
Caftle and Mains of Bothwell. It was given off as a 
patrimomial portion with the Earl of Forfar, but is a- 
gain returned to the family of Douglas, by the death 
of Archibald Earl of Forfar, who died at Stirling, 
of his wounds, received at Sheriff Muir, in the year 
1705.” 

The above account is confirmed by this cireumftance, 

that the different parts of the edifice retained each the 

. mame of the builder; fuch as Valence Tower, Douglas 
Tower |}, Hamilton Tower, and the Cuming Tower ; 
_and fome are ftill known by them. The Douglas fa- 
mily had exceedingly enlarged and improved it ; their 
arms were found in different places of the wall. It is 
impoflible to forma juft idea of its former greatnefs, 
as it,is faid that a great deal of it was taken down 
by the Earl of Forfar, out of which he built a modern 
houfe. 

There is this peculiar to that fuperb {tructure, that all 
the neighbouring objects are in a great ftyle. The 
Clyde makes a fine circle round the Caftle ; the breadth 
of the river is confiderable ; the ftreams fpread over a 
plain rocky bottom 4 the banks on both fides are very 
high, and adorned with natural wood. The Craig of 
Blantyre, with the ruins of the old houfe of the Priors 
upon the,top of it, immediately oppofite, has a ftriking 
effect; while this noble monument of ancient grandeur 
extends along the fummit of the north bank, with a 
bold afpeét to the fouth, at both ends rears its lofty 
towers, and dignifies the whole fcene §. 

Bothwell Church, or quire, is an old ftruéture, io 
the Gothic ftyle, of excellent workmanthip, 79 feet in 
length over the walls, and 39 in breadth. It is (till en- 
tire, and ufed for public. worthip; only the portico, st 
the weft end, was taken down 1719, to admit of a mo- 
dern addition, to accommodate the congregation. The 
roof is arched and lofty, and from within makes a very 
fine appearance. It is.lighted with a tire of large win.

‘The 
is ftill vifited by the curious, and admired in its ruins. As 

there is nothing publifhed refpecting them, thefe few hints have 
been procured with fome pains.

dows on each fide, and a great window in the eaft end; 
in the upper part of which the Douglas arms are cuts 
and at the fouth corner of the window, within and 
without, quartered in ftone with the royal arms, proba- 
bly pointing to the Earl of Dovglas’s marriage with 
King Robert’s grand-daughter. The Hamilton arms 
are engraved in the centre of the arch, which fapports 
what is called the organ Ipft. ‘The arched roof is CO- 
vered with large polithed flags of ftone, fomewhat in the 
form of pan-tiles. The whole edifice is compofed of 
{tone, ftrengthened by pilafters, to fupport the weight of 
the roof. ‘There are no ornaments of infcriptions ; but, 
near the outer bafe of the fpire, the name of the matter 
mafon is written in Saxon characters,

A cell is placed upon the back wall, which enters 
from within, where the font bafon of ftone, built in the 
wall, and the (tone pitcher, ftanding in the middle of 
the paved vault, are yet complete.

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NARRATIVE 
oF THE 
\ SHIPWRECK OF CAPTAIN F&4MILTON, AND THE 
CREW OF THE SYDNEY COVE. 
(Concluded from our laft.) 

April.17. Had a_pleafant walk’ about five miles 
along the fea-coalt, until we came to a narrow but deep 
river : in endeavouring to crofs. which an unlucky acci- 
dent happened to Mr Thomfon, and which nearly proved 
fatal——We found an old canoe on the bank, in which 
three or four of our party got to the oppofite fide, and 
proceeded on’their journey. Mr Thomfon, who could 
not {wim, in making an effort to crofs, was left ftrug- 

ling in the water, by the canoe finking under him} 
Sis was witnefled by four Bengal blacks, who, though 
they were adepts at {wimming, ftood unmoved {petta- 
tors. I inftantly jumped in, and flew to his relief, al- 
though very much fatigued and very cold. I feized him 
by the hair, and drew him,to the fhore motionlefs. My 
firft care was to place him over a rock with his head 
downwards, preflng him at the fame time on the back, 
by which means he difcharged much fea water by the 
mouth, and in a little time recovered. 
18. The illnefs of Mr Thomfon, occafioned by the 
accident, prevented our walking more than eight miles 
this day. 
1g. Came up with thofe who went before us the 17th. 
Were again ftopped by a very large river, which the 
violence of the wind prevented us from crofling; we 
therefore employed ourfelves in collecting mufcles, 
which, in our prefent fituation, was a great relief ; 
having been without a more generous nourifhment for 
two days before. ; 
20. Got over the river, and had a long walk about 
eighteen miles through an immenfe wood, the plain of 
which was covered with long grafs. We had the good 
fortune this day to have a friendly native in company, 
whe undertook to be our guide, by whofe gbod natured 
affiftance we were enabled to avoid feveral high points, 
and cut off a great deal of ground, 
21. Had a pleafant walk for about fourteen miles, 
during which we met a party of natives, who gave us 
plenty of fifhes. It feems they had met the Moor 
whofe friendfhip we experienced yelterday, and were 
by him informed of our diftrefs, fo that we were in- 
debted to that kind hearted fellow for his guidance and _| 
this day’s proteétion. : 
22. The natives accompanied us a few miles, and re- 
turned, leaving with us a plentiful fupply of fith. This 
day we walked twelve a 44 
23, 24, 25. Walked ten or taelve miles each day, 
without meeting with any natives, and being wholly 
without nourifhment, almoft perifhed for want. 
26. At nine A. M. obferved feveral natives on the 
top of a high bluff, who came down to us as we ap- 
proached, and remained with us for fome time. When 
we had made figns to them that we were hungry, and 
much exhaufted, they brought us plenty of fifh, and 
treated us very kindly. After we had refrefhed our- 
felves, and put up fome fifh to carry with us, we were 
preparing to proceed, when about fifty ftrong natives 
made their appearance, of whom we foon took leave, 
giving them fuch little prefents as we could afford, and 
with which they were apparently well fatisfied. We had 
not parted more than twenty or thirty minutes, when a 
hundred more approached us, fhouting and hallowing in 
a moft hideous manner, at which we were all exceeding- 
ly alarmed. In a thort timea few of them began 
throwing their {pears, upon which we made figns to them 
to defift, giving them fome prefents, and appearing no 
ways difmayed at their conduét—any other demeanor 
Op our part would have been quite fuperfluous, having 
only one mufket unloaded, and 2 piftols out of repair, 
and at beft were only fix oppofed te fuch a multitude, 
for our little company was daily dropping off. No 
fooner had we turned our backs on this favage mob 
than they renewed hoftilities and wounded three of us; 

viz. Mr Hugh Thompfon, myfelfand my fervant, not- 
with{tanding this difater, we, in our painful fituation, 
proceeded eight miles to get clear, if poflible, of thefe 
favages ; but juft as. we came up to a very deep bay they 
overtook us again. This purfuit induced us all to fap- 
pofe they intended to murder as, we were however to 
make a vittue of neceflity, and to remain among them 
all that night, tho’ it may be well fuppofed that the an- 
guilh of our minds and the pain of our wounds prevented 
the pofhbility of fleep. 

27. Our difagreeable and treacherous companions 

continued with us on our journey until about nine A. M. 
when they betook themfelves to the woods, leaving us 
extremely happy at their departure: we continued our 
route along this extenfive bay 10 miles. 
_ 28. Continued our walk along the head of this bay, 
in great want of water; provifions we had none, a little 
wild galleny, which we picked up along the fand banks 
excepted. ‘Travelled fourteen miles. 

29. Met with fome brakith water, which we eagerly 
fwallowed ; indeed all the rivers we examined were 
impregnated with falt water, from their connection with 
the fea.—Walked 14 miles. 

30. We this morning reached the largeft river we 
had met with fince ‘we came to this large bay. Its 
width put us entirely to a {tand, and prevented our crof- 
fing over until the evening. As we were devifing means 
to accomplifh our defign, fix natives very fortunately 
came te our afliftance, They feemed however fulpicious 
of us, for when we reached the oppofite bank, we made 
figns that we wanted water ; and under pretence of go- 
iny for fome, they fet off, but never returned. We 








were not able to proceed any more than three miles this 


ay. 

The fifteen following days of our journey were much 
the fame as the preceding, until we very fortunately met 
with a fihing boat about 14 miles to the fouthward of 
Botany Bay. 

On the artival of Mr Clark and his unfortunate com- 
panions at Port Jackfon, they were received by his Ex- 
cellency Governor Hunter, with fuch kindnefs and hu- 
manity as it were impofhible to defcribe, though its grate- 
ful remembrance never can be effaced nor diminithed. 

Mr Clark embarked for China in September on board 
the Britannia ; at that time no accounts had been receiv- 
ed at Port Jackfon, of the fmall“fchooner which had 
brought away a part of the late crew of the Sydney 
Cove from the ifland on which they were wrecked ; from 
the boifterous weather which had prevailed, and the 
ength of time fhe was miffing, it was feared fhe had 


been totally loft.
